In the Claims 



A method of treating an animal carcass [and] or cut meat to reduce a microbial 
population in resulting cut meat, the method comprising the steps of: 

spraying an aqueous antimicrobial treatment composition onto said carcass or cut meat at 
a pressure of at least 50 psi at a temperature of up to about 60°C resulting in a contact time of at 
least 30 seconds, the antimicrobial composition comprising at least 2 ppm of one or more 
peroxycarboxylic acids having up to 12 carbon atoms; and at least 20 ppm of one or more 
carboxylic acids having up to 18 carbon atoms; and 

achieving at least a one logio reduction in the microbial population. 
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A method of treating an animal carcass [and] or cut meat to reduce a microbial 
population in resulting cut meat, the method comprising the steps of: 

placing the carcass or cut meat in a chamber at atmospheric pressure;
